The 
plaintiff then, removing his cap, ad- 
vances towards the princo, who of- 
fers his hand to be kissed. The 
faithful subject, who has left his 
weapons at home, bows very low; 
then, standing erect, states his case 
in a few words. The prince listens 
attentively and patiently, and be- 
tween two puffs at his "cigar pro- 
nounces judgment. In little more 
than half an hour the prince has de- 
cided about 30 cases, and rendered 
justice to his people without the in- 
tervention of registry or tax. 

Not everyono who applies to him, 
however, gains his cause. Thus, a 
citizen was condemned one day by 
tho tribunal to pay a fine of ten 
florins. Considering that ho had 
been dealt with unjustly, he waited 
till tha ovening for the prince to 
seat himself under tho trao, and then 
complained to him as usual. Nico- 
las reflected for a moment; then 
looking the man well in the face, 
and patting him on the shoulder, 
said : ' 'You are right, my son, the 
sentence was not just, the judge 
was mistaken; instead of ten, you 
must pay 15 florins." To which 
the supposed "victim," bowing low, 
replied: "I will pay the 15 florins 
to which you have condemned me, 
because I know that your sentence 
is always just; but we can never 
know if that of your ministers is 
so." Being condemned some time 
after by the tribunal to another fine 
f 30 florins, the man was asked if 
e would appeal to the prince. 
'This time," he replied, scratching 
his head, "I'll not appeal, because 
if the priuce should punish me as I 
deserve I could not acquit myself. I 
can pay 30 but not 35 florins."— Lon-

The Most Deadly Implement of War 
Yet Invented. 

The latest implement of war is an 
oquipment of two rapid-firing guns 
mounted on an autocar. It has a 
rough resemblance to a 
turtle back, with wheels instead of 
legs, and a pair of iron sere 
ing up from the top of the metal 
shell, from behind which the guns 
are worked. The autocar is driven 
by a 16-horse power engine, the 
wheels having four-inch solid rub- 
ber tires. The guns aro on a swivel, 
aud are arrangod to discharge at 
various angles. They will also spin 
around merrily while they are being 
fired, if desired. The ammunition is 
fired at the rate of from 50 to 700 
rounds a minute, aud the firing can 
go on either when the autocar is 
moving or standing still. Each gun 
lUpplied with 50J rounds of am- 
nition, and if the operators bo 
shot down the eugiues continue run- 
and the. entire charge of ain- 
tion Is shot off. Tho shields

The ventilation of a large number 
of churches is notoriously bad, and 
bad ventilation has frequently more 
to do with sleepy congregations 
than even the dullness or the length 
of the sermon. Wide interest has 
been created by the description of a 
new departure in the system of com- 
bined warming and ventilation in- 
troduced by Prof. Fischer in the 
new memorial church at Berlin, 
Germany, which in its general plan 
resembles St. Paul's cathedral in 
London. To the height of 80 feet 
from the floor the walls are trav- 
ersed by hot air chambers, so that 
from the ground to the galleries, 22 
feet above, there is no perceptible 
difference of temperature, the air 
being kept constantly at 15 degrees 
C. (60 degrees F. ). The aim of the 
engineer has been the removal from 
the space occupied by the congre- 
gation of the paths followed by the 
currents of air conveying the 
warmth from the sources of heat to 
the radiating surfaces by placing 
the heating apparatus high up in 
the neighborhood of the cooling sur- 
faces, maintaining, in reversal of the 
usual procedure, a higher tempera- 
ture in the upper portion of the 
building and intercepting and re- 
heating the cooled air in its descent 
toward the lower part occupied by 
the congregation. There are thus 
four strata of air of different tem- 
peratures. Prof. Fischer maintains 
that the system of heating the upper 
more than the lower regions of the 
air is the only proper course in such 
lofty buildings as churches, for 
whereas with the ordinary method 
the air heated on or below the 
ground level is cooled on reaching 
the roof, and, fouled by the prod- 
ucts of respiration, descends again 
on to the heads of the congregation, 
unless withdrawn by an exhauster. 
In his system the fresh air is 
warmed to an agreeable temperature 
in its passage through the channels 
in the walls. Furthermore, its as- 
cent Is encouraged by its being led 
through two sets of heating coils. 
In the dome there ia a third set of 
coils, which, although they do not 
contribute to the warming of the 
parts occupied by the worshipers, 
serve effectually to prevent the de- 
scent of the foul air by promoting 
its continued ascent toward, and es- 
cape through, the apertures in the 
lantern that crowns the edifice. — 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Didn't Follow the Custom. 

Paul Buffet, who carried off the 
12,000 priie at the Champs Elysees 
salon, has caused some consterna- 
tion and disgust by departing from 
the time-honored tradition of visit- 
ing European galleries with the 
money won and going instead to 
Africa to paint a jwrtrait of King 
Menelelc. It will be exhibited in the 
salon in 1897, but it would perhaps 
not be a rash guess to predict that 
It will not take another 10,000 franc 
priie. . • 

Will Encourage Motor Travel. 

A depot has been established in 
London where motor vehicles may 
be repaired and stored. Skilled me- 
chanics, thoroughly posted in mo- 
tor vehicle work, will be kept in 
readiness to answer calls from dis- 
abled vehicles in any part of the 
city. 



THE WELSH LANGUAGE. 

Said to Hiv. Been the Mother Tongue 
of Ihs Qreak^ Divinities. 

One Breton investigator has af- 
firmed that Welsh was th^ language 
of the Titans, while another has ex- 
plicitly stated that It was the mother 
tongue of "Saturn. Jupiter and the 
Other principal gods of heathen 
antiquity," says the London Stan- 
dard. Upon so obscure u point we 
may, perhaps, bo allowed to retain 
our doubts, nor ara we called upon 
to bow with absolute deference to 
the conclusion arrived at by a more 
modern Cymric scholar that Ihr 
Bchome of Dante's "Divina Corn- 
media" is due to Celtic source*. No 
one, however, would dream of con- 
testing that to the Cymbric branch 
of the Celtic race we owe the origin 
of the Arthurian legend. 

Wo do not know whether it will be 
one of the duties of the Welsh uni- 
versity to endeavor to revive the 
real, unadulterated Celtic literary 
traditions and to purge and purify 
them from the accretions due to for- 
eign influence. Wo should be dis- 
posed to say that Celtic scholarship 
will bo more beneficial and more 
successfully employed in collecting 
the indications of the influence exer- 
cised by the Celtic spirit over the 
English language, English romance 
and English ways of thought during 
tho very period when it was sup- 
posed to have been repressed if not 
wholly dostroyed. Criticism, too, 
will have abundant work on its 
hands in seeking to separate the 
authentic from the spurious in the 
alleged writings of tho earlier Welsh 
bards. 

In the first year of the century 
there was published the "Myvyrian 
Archaeology of Wales," a collection 
of the most celebrated works in 
Welsh literature from A. D. 500 to 
A. D. 1400, under the editorship of 
Mr. Jones, Mr. Edward Williams, 
known locally a3 Edward of Glamor- 
gan, and Dr. Oweu Pugh. But 
though 77 poems are thero ascribed 
to Taliesin, Mr. Stephens considers 
that 57 of them are demonstrably 
spurious and that only 12 of them 
are probably genuine — that is to 
say, belong to the age to which they 
are attributed. Few scholars, how 
ever, would be prepared to chal- 
lenge the assertion of Renan that 
the sixth century was the golden 
age of Cymric literature, though its 
first epoch is usually taken t<» start 
from still remoter times and to ex- 
tend to the date of the Norman con- 
quest, but it is not till the chronicle 
of Caradoc, a somewhat dry record, 
recalling in its general scheme the 
more famous Anglo-Saxon chronicle. 
To the same period belongs the 
chronicle of Geoffrey of Monmouth. 
But as, though a Welshman by 
birth, the bishop of St. Aspah elect- 
ed to write in Latin, we presume 
that his labors, however interesting 
and important, would not be claimed 
by true Welshmen as a portion of 
Celtic literature.

The discovery of tho philosopher's ]

Imply a working schema for tran«- 
muting an inferior metal into gold, 
would probably produce nothing be- 
yond a period of terriblo economic 
confusion, or perhaps a vast and j 
disastrous, because over- rapid, trans- i 
fer of property; but the attainment 
of certainty that sentient beings 
with corporeal encasements, acting 
by effort and not by pure volition, 
existed in any one other planet, 
would only enlarge the range of 
human thought and the force of the 
human imagination. Such a cer- 
tainty would either increase to an 
extraordinary degres the reverence 
for the Creator— for we are all so 
limited that we reverence powers 
which we see exerted more than 
powers which wo know in thoory 
must exist — or would compel ma- 
terialists to revise and widen their 
whole theory of the relation of mat- 
ter to mind, it being evident that 
sentience could exist under condi- 
tions hitherto deemed impossible. 

There are certainly millions, and 
possibly billions, of worlds of which 
no two are the same, and if sentient 
beings were found past question in 
one other world than ours, the pre- 
sumption that they existed under a 
variety of conditions, and probably, 
therefore, in a variety of forms practi- 
cally unlimited, would become so vio- 
lent that to reject the theory would 
soon be regarded as an evidence of 
a foolish, popular habit of disbelief 
in the unseen. Man has somo in- 
ternal dislike to believe that limited 
beings with sentience can exist un- 
der conditions other than his own, 
and habitually assumes that a world 
ithout air is a dead world, or at 
all events an empty world; yet there 
is no proof that tho ether, which 
we know to be everywhere, cannot 
support life, or that circumstances 
of which we know nothing may not 
modify either its intolerable cold or 
the effect of that cold. 

In Mars itself there is some po- 
tency at work which, to the despair 
for the moment of terrestrial science, 
produces warmth where cold ought 
to reign permanently supreme. It 
is as certain as any deduction from 
analogy can be that air in Mars, 
though it exists, is as rarefied as it 
would be at the top of a mountain 
twice as high as Mount Everest, 
and that consequently the normal 
and permanent degree of cold ought 
to be terrible. "The thermal in- 
come of Mars is less than half that 
of the earth, and its theoretical 
mean temperature is consequently — 
taking into account its low 'albedo,' 
or reflectivo power per unit of area 
— 3(1 degrees Centigrade below freez- 
ing." Yet the actual climato 
Mars is mild. Snow certainly melts 
rapidly— that is patent to the tele- 
scope—vapor certainly rises— that 
is clear from the spectrum-analysis 
—water flows, and there are indi- 
cations, if not proofs, that a sudden 
vegetation follows the sudden thaw- 
ing of the snow. What warms the 
air is unknown, but it is warmed 
past all question or doubt, and all 
arguments, therefore, as to the in- 
evilableness ot cold in other worlds 
must bo pronounced imperfect, ai 
are also those which show tho im- 
possibility of sustaining corporeal 
life. All we can say with certainty 
is that if sentient being! with cor 
porcal frames exist in Mars, the re 
lation of the lungs to the body can 
not be identical with their relatioi: 
in man, which, as we are aware of 
fishos, is not an impossible exercise 
of tho imagination. —London Spec- 
tator. 

EQUAL TO JTHE HA / ANA. 

Expariments in Tobacco-Growing in 
the State of Florida. 
If the experiments that have been 
made in the cultivation of tobacco at 
Fort Meade are any evidence of the 
results that may be obtained in 
other portions of the state, then to- 
bacco-growing is likely to become 
one of the most important industries 
in Florida, oranges not excepted. 

What is known as the Cuban To 
bacco Growers' company of Fort 
charge of the tobacco- 
that section. The firm 
brought over from Cuba several 
hundred experienced tobacco labor- 
ers, thus enabling the crop to be 
grown and gathered under tho di- 
rection of men who were perfectly 
familiar uith the cultivation of what 
is considered to be the best tobacco 
in the world. In this way it is 
hoped to secure the best possible re- 
sults, and Mr. Varn is confident 
that such has been and ia being ob- 
tained. 

About 90 acres have been planted 
to tobacco around Fort Meade this 
fall, and from 300 to 400 acres will 
be dovoted to the same crop next 
spring. By the means of proper 
irrigation, two crops per year can 
be grown, it is claimed, thus mak- 
ing the land doubly remunerative. 
Mr. Vara stated that the Cubans 
who have beeu employed at Fort 
Meade state that the crop that is 
just being gathered there is fully 
equal to the Havana-grown tobacco.

SUDDEN DEATH. 

Not Now Regarded with the Horror 
It Ones Was. 

'onder whether any statist 
or any doctor in great practice 
knows accurately whether there is 
any positive iu' crease among the 
educated classes in the number of 
sudden deaths, by which we mean 
deaths without any recovery of con- 
sciousness from the moment of 
seizure. We fancy it is so, though 
the fancy may only be born of tho 
special notice one accords to such 
events; and we fancy also, this time 
with more certainty, that there is a 
marked change in tho manner in 
which such incidents are regarded. 
Forty years ago every body who 
heard of a death among his ac- 
tances like that of the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury deemed it in- 
cumbent on him to profass, and in 
many cases actually felt, a sort of 
horror which to-day is almost ab- 
sent from men's minds. 
Conventionalism on the subject is 
ctinct, no one deplores tho suddon- 
sss of the event, and those who 
speak frankly say openly: "How 
terrible for tho archbishop's rela- 
tions, but how fortunate for him." 
The instinctive wincing or shivering 
j( the mind seems, in fact, to have 
been transferred to tho deaths after 
long suffering, and it is not uncotn- 
to hear men acknowledge that 
would rather die as the arch- 
>p died than in any other way, 
even declare that they now 
oarefully avoid repeating that prayer 
n the Litany which, as they think, 
nvolves a petition to the Almighty 
against sudden death. It is by no 
means clear from the context that 
thoy are not partially in error, and 
that the prayer is not directed 
against the death by violence which 
it the time it was written was of all 
subjects of apprehension the most 
constant aud most reasonable. It 
is, of course, also possible that the 
sentence is a survival from the days 
when to receive all tho aids the 
sbunch could give to tho passing

cate, which is now engaged in rais- 
ing black cats for their fur. They 
are not raising these cats on water, 
as might b«* inferred from the title, 
but have leased an island la the 
great lake, which is now plentifully 
stocked with both aexes of the 
screeching felines. 

There are still others In the non- 
scientific category of queer occupa- 
tions, but it will only be necessary 
to mention a few. One is a "rattle- 
snake farmer," who lives in the 
Ozark mountains and makes the 
products of his "farm" bring money 
from three different directions. 
The oil he disposes of to druggists, 
ho have regular customors that be- 
ove it to be a panacea for a hun- 
dred different ills; the skin he sells 
to would-be cowboys, who use them 
hatbands, and the skeletons are 
always a ready sale, the purchasers 
being the curators of the natural 
history departments of the different 
college and society museums. The 
man who wakes people up in the 
morning, the old cork collectors and 
the dog catchers are well-known 
characters in every large city. 

The individuals who gain a liveli- 
hood in pursuits that are strictly 
scientific are equally as numerous as 
those who follow the more humble 
callings. In the list of occupations 
that are strictly scientific is the 
manufacture of artificial eggs, 
artificial coffee and false diamonds. 
Uso the industry of making but-

houses. The man who makes bil- 
d balls, buttons and rings from 
potatoes which have been treated to 
solution of nitric and sulphuric 
acids is also the proprietor of an "in- 
try" Wherein the fundamental 
principles are strictly scientific. 
But the queerest of all is carried 
i by two young Pennsylvanians, 
who are making a regular business 
of extracting the poison from honey 
bees. According to tho accounts 
they have two different ways of col- 
lecting fheir crop of venom. In the 
first the bees are caught and held 
ith their abdomens in smull glass 
tubes until the poison sacks have 
been emptied. In the second they 
are placed in a bottle on wire net- 
ting and enraged until the tiny 
drops of venom fall into the alcohol 
which fills the lower third of the 
bottle. This venom is said to be a 
eign remedy for cancer, rheu- 
>m, snake bite and a huudred 
1 of the more terrible ills of 
humanity. 

An Odd Experiment. 

A scien tilic investigator recently 
placed several dogs in separate ken- 
nels and chase for each animal a 
separate occupation, such as walk- 
the hind legs, barking at 
command, etc. The dogs spsnt 
most of their waking time at "les- 
Then they were killed, when 
it was found that in the dog which 
had been trained to bark, that por- 
tion of tho brain which, coutrols the 
organs of speech had enlarged more 
than the rest; in the dog trained to 
run, the portion controlling the 
muscles of the legs predominated; 
in every case that portion of the 
brain was found to be most devel- 
oped through tho agency of which 
the special act required of the dog 
had been performed.

8&.VED B Y HI S HORSE 

Faithfulness and lnt«lll S snc« of Ons 
Animal in Battle. 

A graphic story la told by 
Surgcon-Capt. Orey, one of the of- 
ficers who cerred in Rhodesia. In 
tha attack on Maahangombi's the 
horses began to drop, and soon 13 
lay on the ground, and It looked as 
if the men would all be killed. 
Evidently Capt Turner thought so, 
for he virtually gave the order: 
"Suave qule peut," telling every 
man to fight the best ho could for 
hla own hand. But though the 
horses continued to fall, the men es- 
caped. Dr. Orey, to use his own 
words, "led towards the way out' 
under a raking fire at a gallop, and 
was closely followed by the troop. 

"Very soon, however, I fell from 
the saddle, struck with a bullet from 
an elephant gun about M0 yards 
ie bullet struck me on the 
top of the thigh, smashing 
socket of the thigh-bone, breaking a 
vein, and otherwise wounding me. 
My horse was carried on at full 
speed with the rear-guard, which 
rushed at desperate speed to clear 
pockct-like entrance of the 
drift, where the natives were rally- 
the hope of killing us. As I 
lay on the grass, bleeding profusely, 
I looked up and saw two natives 
aiming at me at a distance of about 
40 feet. At the same moment 1 saw 
my horse come thundering back 
from the drift. It suddonly stopped 
and came and stood over my pros- 
trate body, covering me from the 
at the same time making a 
peculiar noise through its nostrils. 
I thought it had boon wounded, and 
that with the pain, noisa and con- 
fusion it had gone mad. This no- 
tion, however, was soon dispelled, 
for it continued to stand over mo in 
a kneeling posture, and I could see 
that the faithful animal had come 
back to protect me.

INTERESTING MOSAIC. 

An Ancient Tablet Representing 
Virgil Writing the Aeneid. 
After Italy and Provence there is 
no country where Rome has left 
more monuments in every state of 
preservation of decay than in Tunis. 
The largest Roman circus after the 
Colisseum is El-Djem, Aries rank- 
ing next, and Niuies coming fourth. 
At a recent sitting of the Academy 
of Inscriptions in Paris, M. Boissier 
gave an account of a remarkable 
Roman discovery at Susa, in Tunis. 
The French, who, unlike the Eng- 
lish in Egypt, have settled down in 
Tunis for good, have got a camp at 
that seaport which is "a mine of 
mosaics," where fresh discoveries 
are made every year. The other 
day a party of soldiers digging 
foundations unearthed a mosaic 
with three human figures in a per- 
fect state of preservation, covered 
with only a few inches of soil, 
only three and one- half feot square, 
but the subject: "Virgil writing the 
JSneid," will interest all. There is 
a front view of the poet loosely 
draped in the folds of a white toga 
with a blue fringe, sitting with his 
feet in sandals resting on a step He 
holds on his knees a papyrus roll on 
which is written in cursive letters 
one of the verses of his poem.
